GREITENS CALLS LAWMAKERS TO APOLOGIZE 


Woman at center of blackmail allegations asks for privacy

JEFFERSON CITY eo The woman at the 
center of possible blackmail allegations 
aimed at Missouri Gov. Eric Greitens 
asked the media and the public for privacy 
Friday. 

Through her attorneys at the St. 
Charles-based Knight & Simpson law 
firm, she asked reporters to leave her 
alone. 

“This story has taken an emotional toll 
on our client, and she is extremely dis- 
traught that the information has been 
made public,’ a statement from the law 
firm said. “It is very disappointing that 
her ex-husband betrayed her confidence 


by secretly, and without her knowledge, 
recording a private and deeply personal 
conversation and then subsequently re- 
leased the recording to the media without 
her consent.” 

“She wants to remain a private citi- 
zen and does not want to be a part of this 
story,” the statement read. “We are asking 
the media and the public to continue re- 
specting her privacy.” 

On Wednesday, hours after delivering 
his second State of the State address, Gre- 
itens admitted to a past extramarital af- 
fair in a statement first delivered to KMOV 
(Channel 4). The governor has subse- 
quently denied any violence or blackmail 
against the woman with whom he had an 
affair — a defense spawned by allegations 


in an account and an audio recording re- 
leased by her ex-husband. 

The Post-Dispatch has not identified 
the woman, who has declined repeated 
interview requests. 

St. Louis Circuit Attorney Kim Gardner 
has launched a criminal investigation into 
Greitens. In an audio recording the wom- 
an’s ex-husband said he surreptitiously 
made in 2015, the woman said Greitens 
took a compromising photo of her and 
said he would release it if she told anyone 
of their affair. 

A spokeswoman for the prosecutor’s of- 
fice declined to discuss the investigation 
Friday. The woman’s statement did not

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County man gets 15 years for marijuana conspiracy

ST. LOUIS e A man from St. Louis 
County whose marijuana conspiracy 
funded a “lifestyle of luxury” that led 
to an appearance on a reality show and 
travel around the world was sentenced 
Friday to 15 years in prison. 

U.S. District Judge Audrey Fleissig 
blasted Thomas G. “Tommy” Anderson 


Jr. for running his drug trafficking orga- 
nization in an “arrogant and flaunting 
manner,’ adding that she’d seen no re- 
morse, no effort to turn his life around 
and nothing but a continuance of the ar- 
rogant manner since his indictment. She 
would later call it “appalling.” 

Anderson, she said, had been raised 
in a good home with an opportunity to 
go to college, but instead used that op- 
portunity to begin dealing marijuana to 


Mizzou students. 

He would eventually supply thousands 
of pounds of high-grade pot to St. Louis 
and other cities. 

Prosecutors say he used the proceeds 
to visit California; Boston; Cancun; the 
United Arab Emirates; Medellin, Co- 
lumbia; and Sao Paolo, Brazil, where he 
stayed in “extravagant hotel suites” and

Longtime civil rights leader, lawyer and 
activist Frankie Muse Freeman died Fri- 
day (Jan. 12,2018). She was 101. 

Her death was confirmed Friday night 
by her daughter, Shelbe Patricia Bullock. 

“She went peacefully with her family 
beside her,’ Bullock said. 
“We ask for privacy un- 
til Sunday so we can plan 
services. She was a mar- 
velous, warm woman, and 
we want to send her off in 
a good way.” 

Mrs. Freeman, raised in 
a segregated town in Vir- 
ginia, once said she wanted to become a 
lawyer to change the world she lived in. 

She did. 

The woman whom some would later 
call “Frankie Freedom” became a civil 
rights attorney who fought to end segre- 
gated housing and promoted equal rights
